Lord Kimberley telegraphed to the 
Downing officials to convene an emerg­ 
ency cabinet council. 
Strange to say, the addresses of sev­ 
eral ministers, who were absent from 
town, were unknown 
in 
Downing 
street. The result was that cabs were 
soon tearing away to their London 
houses 
to 
obtain 
the 
necessary 
information. 
This having been ob­ 
tained, telegram s in cipher summoning 
the council were sent to all the absen­ 
tees. 
Harcourt and Campbell-Banner­ 
man, minister of war, received their 
summonses in Paris and will return 
immediately. 
Last night long dispatches passed 
over the queen’s private wire between 
London and Balmoral. 
There is no reasonable doubt that 
another and very serious hitch has oc­ 
curred in the diplomatic negotiations 
with France relative to Egypt and _ 
west and central Africa. Possibly fresh 
trouble also has arisen in connection 
w ith Madagascar. The current talk 
in official circles is of sensational de­ 
velopments 
in 
the 
French-Russian 
policy in the w ar east, but this appears 
to be conjecture. 
It is most probable 
th at France, encouraged by the recent 
apparent weakness of the British for­ 
eign office, has suddenly sprung a de­ 
mand upon the government which has 
staggered every Kimberley, and which, 
if persisted in, will bring about a crisis 
which may result in war, because Rose­ 
bery and his colleagues have almost 
reached the lim it of their complaisance 
toward France. 
The secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, the Earl of Kimberley, has been 
in communication with the Indian gov­ 
ernm ent and preparations are being 
made to concentrate English and In- | 
dian troops in readiness to proceed | 
farther east. It is added th at the sanc­ 
tion of the cabinet Is necessary before 
any further steps are possible. 
A dispatch received here from Ports­

says th at rumors are cir­

preparations. 
The 
heads 
of 
departm ents 
dockyard held a conference 
th is morning a t which the opinion of 
the officers was taken in regard to the 
time the first division of the reserve 
ships could be in readiness to put to sea. 
The dispatch adds th at the training 
squadron's departure 
for the West 
Indies has been postponed from Satur­ 
day next to Wednesday, and, if neces­ 
sary, the cruise of this squadron will 
be abandoned and the men on board 
the training-ships will be transferred 
to ships which will shortly be commis­ 
sioned. 


The M adagascar D ispute. 
New Y o r k , Oct. 4.—The dispute be­ 
tween France and England in regard 
to Madagascar is one of long standing. 
Madagascar is now virtually under a 
French protectorate, although it is 
claimed in England that at least one- 
seventh of the island is held by British 
capital. 
But the French embassy in 
I rondon recently answered a communi­ 
cation from the Madagascar consul in 
London by a formal statem ent th at 
officially there is no longer such person 
as a London Madagascar consul, as, it 
was added, the agents of France in 
various countries represent the Hova 
government. 
Early last month the French govern 
m ent 
evidently 
determined 
upon 
taking decided action in regard to 
Madagascar, probably believing that 
the hands of England were tied by the 
complications brought about through 
the w ar between China and Japan. 
Consequently, M. Le Myre de M ilers 
was sent on a special mission to Mada­ 
gascar, and it was understood th at he 
was to all intents and purposes in­ 
structed to demand the abdication oil 
the government and 
to annex the 
island to France. 


Dodge followed with an interesting 
address on the society.

F orty-Four Hurt in a W reck. 
M em phis, Tenn.. Oct. 4.— A disastrous 
wreck 
occurred 
yesterday on the 
Brushy 
Mountain 
railroad, sixteen 
miles from Harriman. Tenn., in which [$75,000 to $150,000. 


L i t t l e R ock , Ark., Oct. 4.— N ever in 
the history of Little Rock was then 
such a scene of wrecked and ruined 
buildings as is now presented. 
The 
streets are almost impassable and great 
yawning chasms in brick fronts told of 
the fury of the storm. 
The damage 
will aggregate almost $1,000,000. 
The 
only insurance held by the sufferer- 
amounts to $2,500. 
The death list now known is not so 
large as was expected, but there are 
several persons missing 
and 
their 
names may yet be added to the roll of 
the dead. 
So far as reports received 
now indicate four persons are dead and 
thirty-four injured. 
Almost every building between Main 
and Markham and Third and Main 
streets was unroofed and in numerous 
instances entire fronts were leveled to 
the ground. 
On east Markham street 
the destruction of property was greater 
than elsewhere. 
Several large build­ 
ings were leveled and not one escaped 
injury. 
Windows and doors were 
blown out. tin roofs carried away, 
telephone and 
electric light wires 
blown to the ground, and poles twisted 
off at the curbing. 
It was at the insane asylum where 
the most complete wreck was to be 
seen. 
The buildings erected by the 
state at a cost of $300,000 are located 
on a prominence three miles west of 
the business portion of the city and 
offered a splendid target for the fury 
of the storm. 
The ruin was not com­ 
plete, but the damage is estimated at 


several guards and convicts were in­ 
jured, some of whom may die. 
The 
accident was caused by a landslide at 
the end of a short curve. 
One of the 
convicts, who has about twenty years 
to serve, secured one of the injured 
guard’s guns and guarded the other 
prisoners, keeping them from escaping 
while the wreck was being cleared. 


Canadians Act Prom ptly. 
W a sh in g to n , Oct. 4.— April 20 last 
the secretary of the interior received a 
letter from a resident on Hebesh Isl­ 
and, Mich., making complaint th at 
gangs of Canadians were stripping the 
public lands of tim ber and committing 
such depictions as to make the island 
almost unhabitable. Our interior de­ 
partm ent at once complained to the 
Canadian authorities, and within less 
than ninety days after notice the tim ­ 
ber cut on public lands had been seized 
and the trespasser sentenced.

W a sh in g to n , Oct. 4.—Another effort 
is to be made during the coming ses­ 
sion of congress to enact legislation for 
the better government of Alaska. Res­ 
idents who have made investments are 
anxious to have laws provided which 
will make more secure property rights, 
and which will also establish closer 
commercial relations between the ter­ 
ritory and the United States. 
It has 
been suggested that one of the first 
steps toward bringing Alaska in closer 
communication with the United States 
and making it more useful to the gov­ 
ernment 
would be to organize the 
territory as other territories have been 
organized and send a delegate to con­ 
gress to represent it, who could point 
out the needs of the people of the ter­ 
ritory to the legislators. 
The idea 
is combatted by those who claim 
that at 
present 
there 
are 
not 
enough white people in 
the ter­ 
ritory to constitute 
a 
representa­ 
tive government and that the native 
population has not yet attained a de­ 
gree of intelligence to entitle it to par­ 
ticipate in government affairs. 
Because of lack of legislation the 
development of Alaskan mines, which 
are said to be very rich, is retarded. 
Most of these mines are of a charac­ 
ter th at require a great deal of ma­ 
chinery 
and 
considerable 
capital 
must be invested before any results 
can be obtained. 
It is possible that in 
the short session of congress there will 
be no time for passing adequate laws 
for the proper government of the far 
northwest territory, yet the men who 
have been pushing west for many years 
are determined that something must be 
done for Alaska and her interests will 
be pressed upon congress in the short 
and, even if no action is taken, it is ex­ 
pected that the way may be paved for 
something substantial in the next con­ 
gress. 
Gen. Armstrong, acting commissioner 
of Indian affairs, says that the annual 
reports received from various Indian 
agencies show that on the whole the 
Indians were reasonably prosperous 
during the last fiscal year. 
The death 
rate has not been large nor does there 
appear to be any decrease in the num­ 
ber of Indians under the charge of the 
government.

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INSURANCE FRAUDS 
TOO EASILY HIDDEN 


ST A T E IN SPECTION IS NOW A 
HOW LING FARCE. 


Expenses of the Commissioner 
Are 
Paid By 
ompanies W ithout 
the Audi 
Secre 
te 
—The W ork Done by Inexperienced 
Men. 


A movement will probably be made 
this c o m i n g w inter to pass a bill reor 
ganizing the insurance departm ent of 
the state. 
It appears th at the import­ 
ance has never been attached to this 
departm ent of state government which 
its duties and responsibilities demand. 
N either has it been 
judged aright 
from a financial stand point by those 
who were looking for political plums. 
B ut its importance is just now being 
more fully recognized than ever before, 
and it is believed a different situation 
of affairs can only be secured by a re ­ 
organization of the departm ent. 
The 
fact is well known th at the head of 
the departm ent is not always a practi­ 
cal insurance man, and in fact the 
rule bas been made th at he came from 
some other walk in life and was com­ 
pelled to begin a t the beginning of 
insurance and learn this peculiarly 
technical business before putting him­ 
self in any kind of a position to make 
a success of his office. 
It is not possi­ 
ble, or a t least not probable, th at an 
expert insurance man will be given 
the nomination in every instance for 
this position, and therefore the move 
w ill be made to ask the legislature 
to 
provide 
th at 
the 
insurance 
departm ent shall have a skillful actu­ 
ary on its pay roll a t a reasonable sal­ 
ary for the work he is to perform “ d 
hat the examination 
e 
entrusted to him instead of to the 
commissioner. 
Then if the salary of 
this actuary be paid out of the state 
treasury and the companies be charged 
for the expense as now, but required 
to pay it into the state treasury in­ 
stead of into the hands of the insur­ 
ance commissioner, a better situation 
of affairs is possible, w ith no chance 
for a suspicion of jobbery with regard 
to the exam ination of companies. 
The statutes governing the office of 
insurance commissioner are lacking in 
safeguards. He is entrusted with large 
discretion in the making of examina­ 
tions, and his per diem and mileage 
for such work is to be paid by the 
company examined, with no auditing 
oath as to the number of miles trav­ 
eled or days spent. 
The secretary of 
suite has no record of this, and it is 
possible for him to ta * any insurance 
company w hat he wishes or receive as 
much as the company desires to give 
him for the purpose of influencing his 
decision as to the merits of the com­ 
pany, and no clue to the m atter can 
be 
obtained. 
Hence, 
it 
is seen 
th a t he is able to add m aterially 
to his salary by diligence in examina­ 
tions until it is common talk among 
the politicians a t the capital th at the 
office of insurance commissioner can 
be made to pay the most liberal salary 
of any office im the gift of the people. 
The commissioner receives ten cents a 
m ile for tra^fi and five dollars a day 
for expenses in making the examina­ 
tions of companies, and by combining 
on a single trip east or west or south, 
several companies can be made to pay 
mileage from the capital and return, 
and with loads of passes in his pock­ 
ets the commissioner can come back 
w ith much more w ealth than when 
he started, and draw his fair salary 
besides. 
Add to this th e tem ptation 
to take a still more liberal compensa­ 
tion when the company under exami­ 
nation is willing to pay it, and the 
commissioner is in a position to make 
jt handsome thing out of the office. 
The Companies do not even advise the 
secretary of state what they pay the 
commissioner for his work, and hence, 
as indicated, the people are in the 
dark as to the profits of their agent?. 
An examination 
of an insurance 
company is of little 
value 
u less 
thoroughly made by one who under­ 
stands the business, because the pos­ 
sibilities of an ingenious officer of the 
company hoodwinking the commis­ 
sioner are too well known to need 
comment. 
The people remember the 
exam ination of an insurance company 
a t St. Paul some time ago, which was 
reported all right and yet was in the 
hands of a receiver in a few days. 
This W8S not laid a t the door of the 
romissioner a t che time as w illful 
istatem ent of facts, but was clearly 
demonstrated to be the result of igno­ 
rance of the methods of companies, 
due to inexperience in this kind of 
work. 
The commissioner may be a 
goodm an, in other lices, but it will 
be demanded of the coming legislature 
th a t an expect be put in the insurance 
office in whose hands the m atter of 
examination will be left, and th at the 
companies be compelled to pay for 
the examinations to the secretary of 
state and th at officials draw w arrants 
upon sworn vouchers for this ex­ 
pense. 
The assessment insurance has in­ 
creased rem arkably within the last 
few yenrs in Wisconsin and there is a 
demand f o r a revision o f the law rela­ 
tive to them. 
For example, when the 
organization of an assessment com­ 


p a n y is contemplated under the law 
g o v e r n i n g procedure. 
Pledges o f 500 
members are required to be filed in 
the insurance commissioners 
office 
before authority to organize can be 
granted. 
One company which was 
organized April I, 1893, furnished a 
list of 500 names to the commissioner 
and permission was given to organiz 
b u t during the year following the 
company issued only ICI policies, and 
a t the end of the year only 131 were 
in force. 
The liabilities largely ex­ 
ceeded the 
assets under the sworn 


statem ents of the officers, and yet this 
company is doing business in this 
state today w ithout objection of the 
commissioner in the face of the re­ 
port on file in his office. 
The law 
manifestly 
intended 
th a t 
when 
the organization of such company was 
completed it should have a list of 500 
members, but in this case the com­ 
pany organized and solicited insurance 
when it had less than IOO bona fide 
members, a clear violation 
of 
tao 
spirit of the law, 
With the reforms suggested the in­ 
surance companies in the state believe 
th at honest insurance would be bene­ 
fited, and the people protected from 
fraud and possible injury both in fire 
and life insurance, and some check be 
placed on the movements of the com­ 
missioner, w ith a removal of probabil­ 
ity of prejudiced exam inations.
